Pope, June 16th, and assumed the 

tJlit of Pius l\. Heat once entered u{>OD 
a course Uie reverse of that whii^ his prediv 
cesBor hsd puisuud. He went through the 
streets on fool, which tbe five preeiedini 
Popes h^d never done. He preached, 
which no Papa had doas baibra for three 
hundred years. Ha soaghl tha aodety of 
men of talents and information, and spent 
much tituc « iih them, and with lha officers 
of the goveniment, discussing projaets of re. 
lorni. H'? save audiences without the ordi- 
nary ceiemouies, and appointed days on 
wbkh tha sssaastt aahiact ooold have firae 
access to bis parson. Nor #ire these mere 
tricks to gain popularity, but the fruit of an 
honest desire to he acquainted with the wants 
of his peoplu, that ba jniffat relieve them. 
Aooanoa oatfisr hMOghtlahias a loaf of 

miserable bread, and said it w-a.s a fair 
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pie of the r rations. Pius took the loaf, 
and laid ii oa the plate of tbe OMaiBlsr of 
war, whom he had invited to dinner, and aH 
the astonisi.ed functionary turned pale, 
charged liiin with the fault. After that he 
went ihroti^ the barrack^ found 4000 
loaves of a similar character, which he dis- 
tributetl to the poor, he dccraded tlie minis 
ter, imprisDnt^l the bakers, and gave each 
.soldier money to buy bread ftr hiaaelf. 

On the ICth July, just one montli after 
his ^levati n, iipj>e9red the first great pub- 
lic act of hiti administration, in a decree of 
amnesty for political oflence^ which restor- 
ed to liberty, their* country, their homes, 
and the riijhts of citizenship, the victims of 
previous tyranny, to the estimated number 
of 6,000. Many of them were in great 

Iwverfy, iind a subscription was started in 
tome for their relief. Marini, Governor 
of the city, represented to the Pope that a 
dangaiDos political motive bad uaaipted the 
movement. Tha Pope called for the sub- 
s< r.ption f ij^T, put down his own name for 
KJO and Manpi'a for 10 acudi, and ordered 
it to be bandadarannd ssMngst the aahility. 
Renzi, tlir leader of nn instirre<'tion at 
Rimini tliti previous year, called on him to 
return thanfct fia tha iiitoiiliMi af his lib- 
erty, and wai received as a son rather than 
a rebel, mi\A during a long and aflisctionate 
conversation Pins took from his desk a 
copy of Reoi's levolutionaiy payltnntinn. 
and aaid that although parte af k were 
wrong, it contnintd many us<^flll suggea. 
ttons of whitii he should avail hitnself. — 
Geietti anoAor rebel leader, who had been 
in prison thr?e years, j)icsonte<l him a tno- 
moir on tbe reforms which were needed in 
ibe law of mortgagee, and received in re- 
turn a medal of honor. This conduct 
showed tb!it he sympathised with the mo- 
tives and itctions of the political offenders, 
as well aa with their saffsriop. He in 
fact put binnlf M the head of Aa fsfbrm 

parly, and set hims/'lf hu.siiy at work to 
bring about those very changes which a 
few montha before it was treason to think 
of. •' Mj' people," said he, laying bis 
hand on the New Testament, " may expect 
justice and mercy from wm, %K lif only 
goide is diia book." 

He eent oat eirenlaBB 10 tho gosanon of 
the provinces, requiring ihHIlO investigate 
and rmrt upon the teofissal and religious 
eondMMi ofthe poopla, ad! tha aadiods of 
iniprovine thpm, ind ej>|)ecially wilhl*§Bsi 
to die diducion of education, and the eatab. 
lishment ol' a mililaiy sshool for poor boys 
at Rome. With tha SMse object, be ra» 
instituted a board of edacation, which had 
been first established by Leo X., but never 
oalkdMfMhwwiMhiatima. He appointed 
a number of Bsa nn it ls ss, portly aeelesiaa- 
tics and partly of learned laymen, each 
cliargeo with the investigation of som<; sub- 
ject which concerned tbe public welfore and 
the drawinj; up of plans for meliorating the 
condition of itie people. Among theeis sub-

The pre- 
cise ground of this m e asu r e we have not 
time to describe. This is an outline of the 
principal measures already adopted by the 
new Pope. They give him a just claim to 
the spnpathy and praise of all enlightened 
philanthropist!!. — xV.

These feuds tenuinated sometimes in fright 
ful eaooMik The bulcheis used tbeii 
knives, nat to etob tfaeii iypo n e a ta, bat 
for a purpoee tbea ooiMaoa in the berbar.

No class of 
society was exempt fron their visits; and 
opulent lariners, as well a i the gentry, were 
subject to these engageimmts of the clubs, 
accofdiaB to their rank in life. The per- 
sona wfio were moat usually ooaosroea in 
such duhs were a class of men abounding 
in Ireland called '^uireens." They were 
the younger aSM or oonnexions of respect- 
alilf fLniiilts, ha\ing littleCT nopauiniony of 
their own, but who scorn ;o demean them- 
selves l)y any iiseful or profitable pursuit. 
They are deaoibed by Arthur Young and 
other writers of the day aa distinguished in 
fairs and markets, lacas and assize.s, by ap- 
pearing in red waiatgau, lined with narrow 
laoe or far, t^t leathern breechea, and top- 
boots, riding "a bit of blood" lent or givtn 
them iiom the stables of their opuleiU coci- 
nexioriH.' One of tne most distreang caees 
of abduction by this class of men was one 
perpetrated in 1779, on two verj' young la- 
die^ Catliarine aad Anne Kennedy. These 
unfortunate girls were atobn away at a ball, 
by two <gentlemen,' andar rimBMtotom of 

gieai ci'jmivity rnd cruelty. Forcibly de- 
lamed ana bound on honebock, the two 
helplew young woBMB ansa dragged from 
place to plac e ( ji a period of five weeks. 
L'liimsiely they were reacued by frieniU, 
and the two abductom asssped to Walm. 
There, however, they were seiaed, hfoqght 
to Ireland, tried, and condemned to death for 
I riiiif 1 ity had lii^.h loimexions. 

It was suppoaed the seniauce would never 
be exacM Faverftd wtoraessioB wm 

made in their behalf — 'But Scott, afterwards 
Lord Lloninel, was then aitorney -general, 
and conducted tha proeecution. Ha opsaiy 
declared in court, that if this abduction wm 
suffered to pass with impunity, there would 
be no safety for any girl, anc no protection 
for the domastic peace and happinew of any 
bmtly; and he called lipon the government 
to carry out tlic sentence. His lemonst ranee 
was attended to, and the unfortuuiiie geuile- 
luen were hanged, to the great astonialuuem 
of their numerous friends and admirers. So 
string and geiieral was tiw excitement 
among the peasantry, that a rescue was

shut up, and all business suspended in Kil- 
kenny and the neighboring towns.' This 
sympathy with a couple ofmist reants did 
notecase with their death. IrJietd of pity- 
ing the poor girb on whom a barbdrous 
outrage had beea ooaBMttad, the people 
looked on thern as the tl«M ofciidnrs, and 
persecuted them with unralaatiBg Tiiulence. 
h ia no doohc thia aingalariUogieslity of the 
Irish mind which sustains the impression 
that the people aie radically incurable in 
their condition. 

Paaaing over aeveral chap te rs, we come to 
'Prison L sages,' in which is presented a 
melancholy yet Ijdicrous picture of Irish 
OBs and thetr iomatea aiity years aince. 
•The BNal shacking athihilioa of the otter 
laxitv of all diacipline and want of decriirv 
was exhibited in the manner iu which con- 
deomed capital convicts wera ail aa ud to 
paw their last hours. When so many pet- 
ty offences were punishable with deaili, and 
commitment on ewpicion was so often but 
the Bepping Bona to tha gallow% it was 
natural that, to the onfortnnato felona them- 
aelves. an < xt-cuiion should he .'.:ri|i[x'<i of all 
the salutary terrors in which alone the utili- 
ty of capitol puaiahasaat oonBals, and 
should b<; hy iheni rej.'arded as an ortlinary 
mislonune in the course of life. Tha nu- 
merous instancee recorded of the 
ty and recklasaneaa exhibited 
on the very verge of eternity, clearly show 
this to have been so, not merely in Irelaixi, 
Ub ia tha sister kinyhws. The practice of 
nrieoaera aelKng thtar badtoa to aargeons, to 
lie di!«sected after ihjir execution, was com- 
luou, we believe, lo botli counuiea, and the 
anecdote of the (elon «>ho took the looiMy, 
£nd then told the surgeon, laughing, that "it 
a bite, for he was to be hung in chains," 
we believe we can hardly claun as Irish 
wit. Bat there was one trait, evincing a 
similar caralcaa indifference, which wrs pe- 
culiarly Irish. The cofTins of rondemned 
malefactors weia usually apnl lo them, tha . 
the sight might suggest the tauaediete pro» 
peciofreath, and eiuiie corresponding feci 
ings of ioletnn reCtcuon and prepixatior 
(ur the Hwful event. F^roni motives of hu 
manity, ttie friends of the condemned were 
also allowed free intercourse with h m du- 
ring the brief apace pn-ceding his execution. 
•I'ha result was, that the cotfin was convert- 
ed to a f i e a i dsly difsrent (rom that inton- 

dfld It wpi> i niployeii a? a < ard tabh;, and 
tlie condemned wretch spent his last night 
ill thb world gambling on it.' Oar won- 
der St Ru h sc nen i.< lfs.>«Tif(i when wp are 
told that at liiui pentid the j>chool-books in 
oediaofj use cunaistol of aioriea of tobbers, 
muidsrsrs, and devar-rapparaaa. The ac- 
ti<Ma of lawkto feloaa were heM op oa ob- 
jects of iiiterett and iiniution: nil sense of 
right aad wioog was syatetnaiically con- 
fooadsd.

We dmv aur notice of this 

volume to a c(inclusi«}n, by citing one more 
anecdote illustrative of past times. It re 
latea to the hiU>its c f intempcraiu« which 
universally pnsvailed. 'Aa elderly clergy 
man of our acquaintance, on leaving home 
to enter college, sloppe<l on his wiy at tlir 
boapitable mansion of a firieod oi his father 
for a few days. Tha BMa (6m ha was 
engaged with drinking parties every night, 
and aaaiduoualy plied with bumpers, uUhe 
sunk uadar dm BMe. In the morning, he 
was of cxMirse deadly sick, but his boat pre- 
scribed "a hair of the old dog" — that is, a 
glass of raw ^irits. One night he con 
trived to Steal lluot^ a back window. As 
aooB aa he was BMNd, the cry of *Wole 
away" was raised, and he was pursued, but 
efiected his eecape inuo the park. Here he 
foSiBB ItoKMi artist wha had alto bssn of 
the company, but Avho, unused to such 
scenes, had likewise fled from tbe orgies. 
They concealed themselves by lying down 
among the deer, and so passed the night. 
Towwda morning they returned to dhe fioaae, 
and we're witnesses o( an extraordinary pro- 
ccsBOB. Such of theoempai^ as wcreatill 
aUe to walk had pweored a iit batiked 
car, on v.-hi' h they Ifsped the bodies of 
those who were insensible; llien tlirowing a 
sheet over them, and iltuminaNag^Mm with 
candles, liks an Irish wake, some taking 
ih»i AtStt of the car before, and otliem push- 
itig behfakd, and all setung up the Irish c:^', 
the stwwilt somffMB jefi their departed in- 
sensible frioadi at thsir rrapectivh haaiea. 
Tlie consequences of this debiauch were seve- 
ral duels between the active and 
peribcmstsanlbe fcUowBg diy.

The following narrative is borrowed

"ft is now some years, myi this writer, 

" since I passed several months in the town 
of Rochefort. It became aiy daily habit 
to walk in the gloomy avenues of the pub- 
lic garden, and there I used to wat<:h the 
convicts as they worked in pairs. carr>'ing 
heavy bjrdens, and gladly purchasing, by 
the pcrforaiaitoa of the moot laborious 
tarfts, the fiMor of being aUowed to eecape 
for a few hours from the pea'ilential auiios- 
phere o{ the prison. 1 bad remarked a 
young girl «ho psssed before me aeveral 
times, casting an anxious and longing look 
towards the building in which the ropeworks 
were csrried on. The yoimg girl wore the 
V'endeaa oostome. She aeatod herself up- 
oa a beach mder the treee, and remuned 
apparertlv lost II thought. I approached 
Mid reoignixed her. 1 bad aena her the 
preee£ng evaning at the haoae of die nte- 
keeper, and had then bcfn irfomied of the 
object of her journey. The young girl 
waeefigagad to be aiarried, and her father 
was in the comrict prison. Euirope, the 
peeeent to wkaai she was betrothed, 
was acquainted with the guih of his fu 
turn faihar4njMr, '<*^ *iUsge 

how laaah he might lose in thr ciitfcm of 
others by iw lying the daughter of a con- 
vict : but Tiennette waa belwed, and En 
'.loiie'.H affection for her mad** him shut his 
'?ycs to the possibility that any painful result 
might arise from their i^^rion. 

" He wished to marry the companion of 
bis childhood ; bat ha desired that this fath 
er, who in the eyes of the law was dead, 
who had no longer any right over his 
daiiKhter. aad amasa iswiuiwaBui k was 

well to tmnish, .should no moie br spoken 
of. Tiennette love<l her father, nnd the 
(X>iiti^pi with which others regitrded the 
author of her day^ only redoubled the fond 
a(re<'tion of his daughter. She waa deair- 
ruis that he ahould sign her marriage con- 
tract, and beatow upon her a folhsr'a bleas^ 
ing. Eutrope had long reaiatod this wish of 
Tiennette ; h»' ;<lill objec to<l to ilip .step 
she propo8i>d to take ; and it was with un- 
wilhng heart he undertook with her the 
journey to Ro<'hefort. Eutrnpe was a well- 
looking youth, with frank and o^mmi man- 
nBf% and of a prepossessing ap()earance. It 
was not long before he joined us, after ma- 
king some purchases whii h had detained 
him for a time from his betrothed.
